Dear Mr. Arnc&é: 


XI am indéed sorry that so long a time has elapsed since you wrote 
me concerning the attribution of your Reyptian coins. The fact. was that 
our staff is at present seriously undermanned and has been enowed under with 
& very considerable amount of work which had to be finished before a certain 
date. i did net wish to aromise you something which we would be unable toe 
fulfill. 


As some of our work has now been cleared out of the way we are in 
& better position to accept outside work with a prospect of being able to 
finish it within a reasonable time. 


Any small number of coins we are always glad to attribute for our 
friends or members free of charge. og,however, your Egyptian collection ap- 
pears to be rather sizeable we will be forced to charge so mich per coin as 
it involves a considerable amount of work and time. Cur regular charge is 
fifteen cents per coin. ‘e.might be able to shave this figure slightly in 
your case if your coins cre well preserved and legible, thus saving consider= 
able time in their decipherment. Such a reduction, however, I could not def= 
initely phomise until after 1 have seen the collection. In similar cases we 
have often come to an agreement with the owner as follows: if the collection 
to be attributed should contain a number of specimens not 
Secietg's collection we have often accepted such pieces in of any payment 
for attributing the remainder of the pieces. In such cases the coins kept 
ore valued at their outside market (and often considerably more) so as 
to make up the amount otherwise charged for the trouble and time taken in 
attributing the pieces. If you care to have us attribute\your 
the rate mentioned, or in return for certain pieces to be added 
ion, please let us mow and send us the co either by express’

Yesterday I had occasion to visit the city and found your. letter 
of OCct.2nd, and also the parcel containing 350 Egyptian coins, awaiting 
Me These coins are now in process of being attributed by or. Hood 
(our Curator) and myself. 

I note that for certain of the types there are present, in sever= 
al cases, more than a dozen exact duplicates. for other varieties there 
are anywhere from four to ten exact duplicates. Do you wish all of these 
duplicates sent to Senor Noguera, or would you prefer to have the dupli- 
eates returned to you, sending to Sefior Noguera only one of each variety? 

The lot does not appear to contain anything especially rare or in- 
teresting, but certain of the joint issues of Aurelian and Vabalathus (son 
of the famous Zenobia) are in an unusually splendid state of preservation. 
Would you like to have these returned to you 7? 

I note that ohe coin, having been badly corroded, arrived in a very 
much broken condition. tihis piece | have glued together again. ‘The ree 
mainder I am brushing off lightly(as they are very dirty), thus making .

My dear Mr. Newell, 
I was sorry not to see you when I was in New York a few days 
ago as it would be much easier to talk coins than to write about them. The facts, 
however, are that I have probably thirty-five hundred coins which I picked up nearly 
all in Egypt with the exception of a few exceedingly poor and small specimens which 
I got in Palestine. These coins were chosen from boxes full or bags full or 
pockets full which the Arabs had generally found in a mass and had loosened them up 
and cleaned them off more or less with lemon juice. Actually, I consumed many hours 
in looking over these heaps and handfuls of coins from which I chose what seemed to 
me to be the most interesting and the clearest specimens, but which doubtless include 
many duplicates. Z 
After talking with your Mr. Wood it seemed to me that the best thing which I ; 
could do might be to send all of my coins down to you, if you could find time to 
attribute them and divide them into three or four groups, one group containing the 
best two specimens of each coin, a second group containing the third best specimen 
of each coin, 1d the fourth group containing coins taken from each of the previous 
groups which not occur in your collection. r 
My idea in this matter is that primarily my collection seems technically : 
worthless unless the coins are identified and that I would like to present to you 
part or all of the coins which you lack in your collection, but that before giving | 
them to you I would like to look them over personally and decide on which - if any - 
coins I would prefer to retain for myself. The second sorting being the third best 
coins I would like to present in part at least to the National Museum of Mexico, but 


until I know how many coins there would be in the third group I cannot decide how 


many I want to send to Mexico. p

Your letter of Janvary 4th wae referred to me by Mr. Wood on 
my return from a business and archaeological trip to Washington and 
Riehmond, which kept me away longer then I had anticipated. I only 
got back just in time for the Annual meeting of the Society - ali of 
which interferred with answoring your letter em promptly as desired. 

The coins which were struek in Egypt under Roman dominion but 
inseribed in Greekv letters, are known to collectors as Alexandrian coins. 





The later issues with Latin inseriptions are known as Roman coins struck 





in Egypt. The former have now been described and total about 1500 
specimens. Your collection contains, roughly,about Soo distinet wei 
ieties, the remaining loco or so pieces are duplicates. These cotis 
metes do not include the Roman (Letin) coins struck in Egypt,the Ptole- 
maic,Byzantine,Italian Roman and miscellanious Greek and Mohammedan 
pieces{which go to make up the remainder of your collection. Of these 
only the Koman (Latin) coins and the Mohammedan remain to be desoribed, 
and these are now all assorted and ready for description.

My dear Mr. Newell, 
Thank you for your very comprehensive letter of January 16. 

Please note that I have no desire to present to the Mexican Museum 
my choicest coins. Of course, I would like to have them have a few choice 
coins but not to include any coins of which there are less than three or four 
duplicates remaining. 

I note that your letter suggests that the one hundred sixty pieces 
already selected are exclusively Ptolemaic and Alexandrian. .Also, you explain 
to me the distinction between the "Roman coins of Egypt" as against other 
Egyptian coins. I think it would be better for me to have the majority of 
the Mexican shipment taken from the Latin coins of Egypt, with perhaps two or 
three of the more ordinary Byzantine or Mohammedan coins, and I would prefer 
that the entire Mexican shipment should come from duplicates. 

Probably for the Mexican shipment, two hundred coins would answer the 
purpose quite ms well as two hundred fifty and, as Mrs. Arnold and I hope to 
sail for Jamaica late next week, I will be ever so much obliged if you could 
send these coins to me so that I can send them on to Mexico before we start 
for our winter in Jamaica. 

Your letter refers to your interest in archaeology and I am wondering 
whether you would be interested in Mexican archaeological artifacts. My 
Mexican things are all small and are practically all terra cotta comprising 
faces and spindle whorls. If you are ‘interested in such material, it would 


be a great pleasure to send you some.

We are counsel for the executors of Mr. Benjamin 
W. Arnold, late of Albany, New York, and are writing con- 
cerning some coins which Mr. Arnold sent to The American 
Numismatic Society in 1931 and 19352. 

The executors have furnished us with some corres- 
pondence between Mr. Arnold and various officers of The 
American Numismatic Society, including yourself, concerning 
these coins. We do not know whether this correspondence is 
complete, but it appears from it that Mr. Arnold sent to 
the Society to be attributed 350 coins on October 2, 1931, 
3768 coins and 150 glass weights on December 1, 1931, and 
"another lot of coins" on January 27, 1932. 

It also appears that the Society returned to Mre 
Arnold 200 or 250 coins, to be given to Senor Noguera at 
the National Museum of Mexico City, and 275 coins to be 
given to Hamilton College. 

We understand from a telephone conversation with 


Mre Wood that there are about 2130 coins still at the

I doubt if we can help 
you very much on a list of the coins that we 
retained. We took 57 Egyptian glass pieces,
